Stoney Plain, Jan. 24.--J. Gabel, a resident of town, was arrested by a 
constable of the mounted police on a charge of bigamy. The arrest has 
created a sensation throughout the district, as Gabel is well-known here, 
and is one of the oldest residents of Stony Plain. Lena Gertz, the young 
girl upon whose information the charge has been laid, is the daughter of a 
Stony Plain man, and her parents are still residing here 

This morning the Capital learned that the

neighborhood, is now under the care of the Beulah mission in this city. 
She gave the information which led to the arrest of Gabel, to the lady in 
charge of the mission, some days ago, and a constable of the mounted police 
was sent out to effect the arrest yesterday. 

According to the story which was told to the Jady in charge by the girl 
who is now a patient under the care of the mission, the complainant was 
married to the accused some four months ago. Her parents forced her to 
marry the man. The ceremony was performed, the girl states, by a pastor 
of the German Baptist church, who lives on Namayo Avenue. 

For a couple of months, Gabel and Lena Gertz, who at that

together.’ Some time after the marriage, it is said the man informed her

Gabel’s first marriage 
is alleged to have taken place six years ago at Spruce Grove. Subsequently 
Gabel deserted the girl and refused to contribute to her support. 

Lena Gertz states that she does not hold a certificate of her own mar- 
riage. 

It is understood that Gabel has been living with his legal wife since his 
desertion of Lena Gertz. 

Yesterday a constable of the mounted police effected Gabel’s arrest 
at Stony Plain, and the man is now confined in the mounted police barracks 
here, awiting preliminary trial, The trial will take place s soon as the wit- 
ness can be brought to the city.

One 
month ago Rev. McDonald was strick- 
en with inflammatory rheumatism, 
which proved to be prolonged and se- 
vere. ‘Two weeks ago he was removed 
to the city hospital where, after ap- 
parently recovering to a slight degree, 
he was a few days ago stricken with 
typhoid and this rapidly sapped the 
enfeebled vitality. The funeral wiil 
probably be held next Thursday. 

It is thirty-eight years ago. since 
Rev. McDonald came west from his 
Ontario home to preach the gospel in 
the undeveloped West. Settling in 
Winnipeg, then a mere hamlet, he in 
1874 founded the first Baptist church 
in that place, thus establishing his 
claim to being the real pioneer Bap- 
tist minister in the Canadian West. 
Fone nine years he labored in the 
young city and parish with honor and 


| distinction, then removed to Grafton, 


N. D., where he spent ten years as pas- 
tor of the Baptist church. In 1893 
Rey. McDonald again came deeper in- 
to the West and choose Edmonton as 
a home. Three year swere spent in 
the embryo Capital city of Alberta in 
the mission work, when the struggling 
little town of Strathcona, then South 
Edmonton, appealed to he hardy min- 
ister and through his efforts a flourish- 
ing church was established here. Since 
that time of fifteen years ago Rev. 
McDonald's interests have lain largely 
in Strathcona, though ‘six years ago 
he removed to Leduc where he built 
a church and labored until one year 
and a half ago when he retired from 
active work, 

In the closing of the life book of 
the veteran pastor there comes to an 
end a career of more than ordinary 
accomplishment. Of sturdy Glengar- 
ry Scotch ancestry Rev. McDonald in 
his long and arduous spiritual cam- 
paign in the West never swerved from 
his high purpose and carried on his 
work in a succession of new fields 
with inspired determination. Referr- 
ing touchingly to his co-worker’s go- 
ing, the veteran Dr. McQueen, in the’ 
course of his remarks in Knox church 
yesterday said. 

“Tie helped more than one can tell 
in laying deep and broad the founda- 
tion of Righteousness in this West. 
His work will be appreciated in the 
years to come though we are prone 
to overlook the value of these labors 
at this moment.” 

It is about one year since Rev. Mc- 
Donald returned to Strathcona to re- 
side. Since that time he has made his 
home with his son J. H. MeDonald. 
Another son, Prof. R. A. McDonald of 
McMaster University, resides at 
Woodstock, Ont., and although noti- 
fied was unable to reach his father’s 
bedside before death] Several broth- 
ers and sisters survive the late pastor. 
One brother, Mr. P. McDonald of 
Regina, reached the city yesterday. 
Rev. McDonald was nearing his 75th 
birthday. His remains will be laid to 
rest in the city cemetery by the side of 
the wife who left him five years ago 
in answering the final summons.
